well of England as of this State, againſt the reſpettive 
Governments as if thoſe who were at the Head of them, 
and the Chiefs of the Allies, were the Cauſe of the Con · 
tinuance of this burchenſome and bloody War: But 
that Cauſe is too well underſtood, and too plainly prov'd, 
for them to hope that ſuch ſtudied and odious Inſinua- 
tions ſhould make any Impreſſion on the Minds of 2 
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Charge of War, but for the Defence of that ineſtimable 
Liberty, and whoſe Judgment is not corrupted by long 
Slavery Nene 8 is that of other Nations, to 
whom othermile the Allies might with much more Rea- 
ſon appeal, as to thoſe; who are ſenſible how dear the 
Thirft of Dominion over Neighbours coſts them.
